Windows are the enduring enameled steel sash Rusco 
windows; picture windows are Thermopane. Your 
P & H Home has a leakless, weather-tight roof. Tough 
plywood sheathing on sturdy roof trusses is covered 
by roofing applied by the local builder. Ceilings are 
fire resistant gypsum board panels. P & H Home walls 
are actually twice as strong as standard plaster con- 
struction. Waterproof plywood outer sheathing and 
Upson Strongbilt inside panels with a continuous va- 
por barrier keep the walls dry, straight, and solid. 
They won't warp or crack. Framing members are 
nailed and glued with a resorcinal adhesive that's 
stronger than wood itself. 

And your P&H Home is cool in summer, warm in 
winter— and heating bills are lower. Insulation and 
moisture protection in P & H Homes far exceed conven- 
tional building standards. Of course, all P&H Homes 
meet the strict requirements of private and govern- 
ment loan and building agencies.
